General Horace Porter, the retiring 
Ambassador to France, arrived Thurs- 
day on the Deutschland.

“ At last the excavations brought 
to light five leaden coffins,” said Gen- 
eral Porter. “ Four had plates identi- 
fying the bodies within, and the fifth, 
of far better construction, had none. 
By the process of elimination we de- 
cided it must contain the body of the 
distinguished naval hero. We were 
surprised at the remarkable state of 
preservation of the body. 

“ Clothed in a winding sheet of 
linen, the arrangement of the coffin 
tallied exactly with the historical 
documents that told of the careful 
preparation to ship the body to the 
United States. There was tin foil 
over the hands and facfe, and the in- 
terior of the coffin was filled with hay 
and straw, so that the body could not 
stir in the long and necessarily rough 
voyage at that time in a sailing ves- 
sel. Together with the documents 
we had the Houdon bust, with which 
to compare the head, and so care- 
fully was this done that a mole on the 
left ear was discovered by one, and 
immediately upon examining the bust 
the same physical mark was found.

— A Robertson county grower has 
tobacco with leaves three feet long, 
ready to top. 

— George Redmon sold to Charlie 
Martin, of Millersburg, a mule colt, 
October delivery, for $1)0. 

— S. C. Carpenter, of Millersburg, 
bought of J. W. White, of Mont- 
gomery, 10 yearling mare mules for 
$135 per head. 

— Chas. L. Talbott & Co., of Harri- 
son, bought 284 lambs from Clarence 
Lebus, of Cynthiana, for 7% cents, j 
average weight 86 lbs. 

— Of the five million farms in the 
United States three million produce 
corn. The average price cost of grow- 
ing an acre of corn in America is $5. 

y— Last year there was 800,000 bushels 
or grass seed handled in this county, 
which averaged 40 cents a bushel; 
this year 250,000 bushels at 75 cents 
per bushel. 

— Thomas McClintock & Sons, of 
Millersburg, shipped four double cars 
of lambs to Jersey City, costing 5^ 
to 6 cents, and two cars of hogs to 
Cincinnati. 

— Malcolm Boswell sold to C. S. 
Brent & Bro., his growing crop of 
twenty acres of hemp at $5.35. This 
is one of the most promising crops of 
hemp in the county. 

— John Ash Hinton, for forty years 
a farmer of Scott county, never own- 
ed a set of harness, nor never sowed 
but three bushels of wheat, keeping 
his large farm, 250 acres, in grass. 

— There is a strong demand for Ken- 
tucky mules and prices are high. 
Good sixteen hand mules bring $175 
to $200; 15 Y z hands, $150 to $175; 15 
hands, $125 to $140; hands, $100 

to $135 ; 14 hands, $90 to $100. 

— L. M. B. Bedford sold 98 head of 
cattle to Simon Weil, Saturday at 5 
cents. Part of them for August de- 
livery. Mr. Weil also purchased of 
Harry Holt 35 head, and 65 head from 
Cas. Goff. 

— The prospects for one of the great- 
est corn crops ever raised in this sec- 
tion are good. The weather condi- 
tions of the past few weeks have been 
especially favorable to this crop, and 
almost without exception, the fields 
look encouraging. 

u^J. R. Patton, of Ruddles Mills, is i 
now gathering his crop of plums, 
raised on the John Trabue place, from 
900 trees. He will get no less than 
1,200 bushels. The variety is the 
Japanese, large and delicious. The 
crop is being shipped to Cincinnati 
and Lexington. 

— At a meeting of the Board of Con- 
trol of the Kentucky State Fair an- 
nouncement was made that the pre- 
mium list would probably reach $25,- 
000. Secretary Bain says the agricul- 
tural and stock will be the greatest 
in the history of the State. 

— W. P. Ardery, of near Monterey, 
put in 55 acres of wheat which aver- 
aged 32 bushels to the acre. Dudley 
and Tom Leach, of near Centerville, 
had an average of 30 bushels. Various 
other crops throughout the county are 
turning out much larger average than 
expected. 

—Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 
has ordered a sweeping investigation 
of the charges that the figures on the 
condition and acreage of tobacco 
were juggled at the behest of the to- ' 



bacco trust. Agents will be sent to 
Kentucky and in the meantime the 
July report will be held back. The 
growers claim that the decrease in 
the crop prospects may amount to as 
much as 50 per centum. 

— It is said that for the three years 
ending with December 31 last the 
value of beef in this country declined 
$165,000,000, while the price of beef 
advanced about 40 per cent. These 
statistics were not taken from Com- 
missioner Garfield’s report of his in- 
vestigation of the beef trust. 

— There was a hog in Union county, 
Oregon, that was fattened for the 
Lewis and Clark Fair, which weighed 
15,000 pounds several months ago, 27 
pounds more than the prize hog at 
the St. Louis Fair. He was fattened 
on wheat just to demonstrate to East- 
ern people that corn is not the only 
fattening food for swine.

The State Board of Equalization 
has completed its labors for the year 
and the result is an increase in reve- 
nue for State and counties of $66,- 
701 22 , being an increase over last 
year of $ 38,724 43 . 

The statistical portion of the annual 
report of the board presents some in- 
teresting figures. It shows the total 
acreage of tobacco for last year to 
have been 175,046, and the numher 
of pounds raised to have been 150,- 
090,674. The number of acres of corn 
is given as 1,789,269, and the number 
of bushels raised 39,171,487. The 
number of acres of wheat is 387,855, 
and the number of bushels 5,711,585. 
The number of bushels of oats raised 
was 1,817,918, and the number of 
pounds of hemp 7,552,607. 

The report show’s Bourbon to be the 
fifth county in the State in regard to 
wealth. 

The five counties that pay the larg- 
est amount of taxes into the State is 
as follows: Jefferson, $679,141.54; Fay- 
ette, $158,387.22; Kenton, $151,799.17; 
Campbell, $100,657.46; Bourbon, $67,- 
875.70. Other counties and the 
amounts paid, are: Scott, $43,529.13; 
Clark, $47,121.87: Montgomery, $28,- 
284.53; Bath, $21,962.30; Nicholas, $19,- 
620.24; Harrison, $35,648.73. The val- 
uation of farm lands in Bourbon ex- 
ceed that of any county in the State.

The report that the Russian army 
in Manchuria is in a precarious situa- 
tion are said to be without foundation, 
Neither flank has been turned. 

Japanese warships have appeared 
to the northward to the Island of 
Sakhalin and are presumably medi- 
tating a descent upon the island. 

An estate of 10,000 acres bordering 
on the Delaware river is solely uti- 
lized for the study of live birds. It 
is thoroughly equipped as a bird ob- 
servatory. 

The largest mass of pure rock salt 
in the world lies under the province 
of Galicia, Hungary. It is known to 
be 550 miles long, 20 broad and 20 
feet in thickness. 

The Roosevelt, in which Capt. Rob- 
ert E. Peary will attempt to reach the 
North Pole, sailed from New York 
Sunday. Capt. Peary will join the 
ship at Cape Breton. 

Senator William A. Clark continues 
to rally satisfactorily from the opera- 
tion performed for the removal of an 
abscess from the brain. It will be at 
least four days before his safety can 
be assured. 

At St. Louis Sunday, a crowd of 
2,000 people made a wild scramble to 
gain admission to the dedication ser- 
vices of a new synagogue. It was 
necessary to call the police, and in the 
scuffle that followed several persons 
were injured. 

The American Medical Association 
in convention at Portland, Ore., 
adopted a resolution advocating the 
creation of a new Cabinet position to 
be known as the Department of 
Health, the Secretary of which is to 
rank with other Cabinet officers. 

County Superintendent Turner, of 
Glasgow, Ky., was awarded judg- 
ment of $10,000 against a book con- 
cern for violating the contract by 
selling books cheaper in South Caro- 
lina than the same books were sold in 
Kentucky. 

In a fierce fight near Olympia Sun- 
day, John Griffith was stabbed through 
the lung and Jame Schultz’s left hand 
was severed at the wrist, and Griffith 
is not expected to live. James Jackson, 
the man who did the cutting, surren- 
dered to the authorities. 

The notorious “San Juan Hill” 
district in New York was the scene 
Friday night of a riot between whites 
and negroes. Fully 1,000 men were 
engaged in the rioting, and 250 police- 
men were required to restore order. 
During the affray, several persons 
were seriously injured. 

A correspondent of the Manufac- 
turers’ Record, who has visited the 
Isthmus, writes that at the rate of 
progress made during May it will 
take one hundred years to build the 
canal. A^ state of apathy and insub- 
ordination exists, he says, in the Gov- 
ernment’s establishment. 

The defense in the case of Daniel 
Reagan, charged at Reno, Nev., with 
the murder of his mother-in-law, was 
that she didn’t die from a blow', but 
from a weak heart. So the attorneys 
for the State brought the dead wo- 
man’s heart into court to demon- 
strate, by medical testimony, that it 
was sound. 

The committee named by Mayor 
McClellan, of New York, to consider 
plans for submission to the next 
Mayor for the centennial celebration 
in 1907 of the first use of steam in 
water navigation has decided to send 
an invitation to Vice Admiral Togo, 
of the Japanese navy, to attend on 
his flagship. 

Four Japanese torpedo boat de- 
stroyers reconnoitered Olga and 
Vladimir bays, north of Vladivostok, 
July 14 and 15. They made sound- 
ings and examined the shores, and 
were evidently investigating the pos- 
sibilities of landing troops. They ex- 
amined the wreck of the Russian 
cruiser Izumrud by means of divers.

The crew then joined in singing the 
national anthem, cheering ths Emper- 
or and lastly they sang “Gallant Sail- 
ors,” there five hundred voices ring- 
ing out above the storm. 

Afterward, as a relaxation, the men 
were allowed to smoke and thus they 
went calmly to their deaths, Of the 
five hundred men who went down 
with the ship only 130 were rescued.
